1, Information haa boon rooi^TOd from a woU-pMeotf aoiuroa that 
tha psdaeljMkl adrlaor of tho Conadttoo for Froo Albania^ during ita 
roeant visit In Naidilngtoii, «aa Harry Fults, iwll known to Albanian 
intallootuala aa having boon for many yoara Oirootor of tho AiMrlaan 
Rod Croaa Sohool in Tirana. (Fulta bad boon fareod to loavo Albania 

in 1932 whan Zog cdoaod all foroign and roligioua odueatlonal inatitutiona 
sMoh ooro, in tha opinion of hia Mlnlator of Eduoation Kol Ivaiiaj* 
aonreoa of forsdgn p^itieal agitation and osplonago. Suboaquontly 
ho boeaaoi advlaar on Ballcaa larObloma to tho Stato Dopartaont. ) In 
talks with tho Albauaians, Fulta roportodly told thsai that ho would like 
to aoo tho country whoro ho spent so many yoara frood from CoMaunln« 
and bo prondsod thsm all hia poroonal a«Q>portf as wall aa that of tho 
organisatIcNa of iribieh bo ia tho dirootor. In taking loavo of thos^ 
ho roportodly gave each nonbor of tho CoaadLttoo for Proo Alba n ia a gift 
of |5«000*00. (Anothor report from tho oaao aourco had indieatad tiiat 
tho nonlMn*s of tho Goealttoo for Froo Albania had oaeh rooaivod a gift 
of t5f000.00 from tho Stato Dopartiwat.) 

2. Finding a replaoomont for tddhat Fraaharl as ehainnan of tho 
CoaadLttoo for Froo Albania has not bo«ri oaayf for tho nomont. thoroforo^ 
it haa bom dooldod moroly to ooloet a praaidmt of tho flalli Koahotar^ 
laovlng tho Commlttoo for Froo Albania ohalraMuaiddp vaoant.

4* For tho tins balng|i Doati roportodly ia still in Now Ytakp 
whoro ho wont at tho bogiwang of tho yaar aa a roproaontatiwo of 
the Balli Eo#>otar« eh«rgodf aooording to aooroo* with the t hankie aa 
taak of "proselyting anong the notorioualy pro-<!cauniniat Albanian 
eolony in the Onltod Statoe#* Souree states that Dost! has not yet 
deeided whether to stay ia America where the politioal hoedquartora 
of the ConRitteo for Free Albania will romainy or whether he will

5* 0<M»ti'a eoleetion waa atrongly oppoeed by Abas Kupl^ the 
Albanian Monarobiat leader^ a pdltioal and personal oppmient of 
both the Balli Kottbet^ and of Doati hiaaolf • The choice of Doati 
ma also o{ 9 )oaad by a group within the Balli Eo#>etar Itaelf who had 
aeleeted as titair candidate Nuredin Tlcra, acion of one of Albania's 
first families and son of a Faaha and Prim Minister of Turkey doling 
the reiga of Abdul Hwaid* Vlomf source adds, is a picturesque and 
aligbUy anachronlatie Sigart who, despite hie 60 years, eentinuea to 
lira oenfort#aly and well on ^e island of Capri* Re nerrlsd a nioee 
of Yfoodrew Wilson, forwer Prosld«at of the United States, but is 
apperently now separated fren her* His oonneetlons In eoaswipolltan 
and Ansriesn eirfliss would hart been in his favor, but it waa held 
agdlnat him that, although in eadnent msidier of the Belli, he had 
far eone tine neglMted the affaire of hie party for the wordOy life 
of Ciq^ri* The noet eottpelliag reaacn for his failure to be sleeted, 
howerer, allegedly wee the fact that mny of the most important noabers 
of tho Balli felt #iat Doati wMiId be aueh easier to control* 
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
